
Paul Allgood & Jason Bowden from Celadon Candy 



Excerpts from interview with Celadon Candy on Wave Link Radio on October 12, 2010 

Izy (HOST): ...What's going on? This is Izy ... reporting live. Another night for my Wave Link family. Ah, 

it's Tuesday, October 12 th , exactly 7:31pm. And you guys are in for a real treat tonight We got a lot in 

store for tonight Hello? 

Paul Allgood (PA): Ya, I'm here.... Can you hear me? 

Host: Yes I can. You're loud and clear, you're loud. What's going on tonight? How you guys doing? 

PA: Hey, we are doing fantastic. How about yourself? 

HOST: Man, I am terrific. I'm blessed, you know. Just, just lovin' life. Lovin' what I do. You know, 
enjoying every minute of it, you know. So, so, so tell me, where do we get the name Celadon Candy? 
Who are you guys? How long have you been a group? 

PA: Jay and I started collaborating in 2008 and actually we were in the previous incarnation of a band 
called Wedlock that was based in Chapel Hill... And what ended up happening was I took the band in one 
direction, but when, before Jay actually left, there were a couple of singles he remixed with the band. 
He did a tune called Still Unsatisfied and Reverend Charisma. And a little bit later on down the road, I 
started to get frustrated with my line-up a little bit, and so that compelled me to want to reconnect with 
Jay and we formed Celadon Candy. And on October 5 th , which was just last week, we released the CC 
EP. And that's in digital format for this month, and next month we'll have a physical CD. So that's 
basically the long and short of how Celadon Candy did that. 



HOST: OK. And you know, I'm definitely excited to see that resurface on my end. You know, we're all 
the way down in South Florida, you know, just minutes away from Miami. Where are you guys based 
at? 

PA: We're based in Durham. Durham, North Carolina. At the studio headquarters right now. 



HOST: How's the music scene out there in Durham?... Is Durham supportive of Celadon Candy? 

PA: I think Durham is actually more dominated by hip hop. ... It's probably more of a hotbed for hip hop 
than electronic pop. I think that if we fit anywhere, our place would be more like say, Chapel Hill.... 
Really, we have to get out of the state, to go into a bigger market. 



HOST: Is there any type of artist that you've worked with or collab'd with, in the works that you guys 
have got coming up? On any of your projects, past, present, or future? 



Jason Bowden (JB): For Celadon Candy, it's been a long time coming. Unlike Paul, I am also a big hip 
hop fan, and I like hip hop. That's only part of what I do. What got me started with the electronic 
production thing is probably, wow I'm going to date myself here and say, about 16 or 17 years ago I 
bought myself my first piece of equipment. ... And it was primarily drum and bass, trance, sort of dance 
music, techno. That's what got me started. And it just kind of, over the years, it morphed. Music tastes 
changed, and my style changed. And when Paul and I linked up, although we have a lot of different 
influences, I think we've got enough common ground to start this project, and you know, things have 
really been rolling. A lot of momentum. I'm excited, and this is the first time I've released music in 
probably a good 8 or 9 years. You know, I joined the army, had like a mid-life crisis about 8 years ago, 
and now I have my freedom back, and ya, it's been going great. We've got, there's probably a dozen 
tracks that are in the works currently, and we just picked these as our favorites, something to get out 
now, start the buzz rolling... 

HOST: ....Ya, you and Mister Allgood are brewing in the studio. He told me you guys are reporting live 
from headquarters now. .. Tell me, Jay, a little bit about the Undercutter. Because we're actually gonna 
go into that pretty soon. I have a few listeners, and I wanna get some feedback on that. I actually want 
them to hear that, and then we'll kind of take some calls after the track plays. So give us a little bit 
about the Undercutter— what it means, how you guys came up with it, what is the direction, what the 
market like. You know, just kind of give us the info about Undercutter. Because I actually heard the 
joint; it's actually bangin'. ... It's got that driving sound to it, that hard hitting base is big on the dance 
scene down here, so just give us a general overview of the track, and then I'll listen to it here, and then 
we'll go into it. 



JB: Primarily, the way that it's kind of worked is, I'm sort of the technical, programming, production end 
of things, and Paul's the creative, artistic, lyrical side of things. And although we kind of do cross into 
each other's own strong points .... The way the Undercutter came down was, it was a song that I had 
written. Paul actually wasn't here, and it was a song I had started working on; it was in a very simplistic 
format. And the way I name things, is uh, I don't write "JayBowdenTrackOOl", because I don't 
remember that, so I just link to something I think of. And the first thing that came to my mind, I thought 
Undercutter, and Paul typically won't use that, we'll use something else, but for some reason it was 
something that he felt that the title fit that song so well, and he went in that lyrical direction. I think 
Paul might be a bit better suited to explain that, and how he came up with the lyrics, and what drove 
him to write those lyrics, and create the song he created. 



HOST: Let's get 15 seconds to tell the world about Undercutter, and then we're gonna go to the song. 

PA: Ok, Undercutter is a track about falling in love with somebody that you know is bad for you but 

that's what you ultimately want anyway We all have this person in our lives that we know they could 

do all sorts of horrible things to us, destroy our reputation, make us write bad checks, make us do, you 
know, misdemeanors and all that kind of stuff, but you still want to run back to them. And that's 
basically what gave me the inspiration. I like the way Jay will just name something in the studio, just 
arbitrarily; it doesn't really have necessarily a particular meaning that he's attached to. And just like he 
said, for some reason, the term Undercutter really fit, and I was able to write something based around 
that. 



HOST: I'm excited to hear it again. 



PA: This is Paul Allgood and Jay Bowden. We're Celadon Candy on Wave Link Radio, and this is 
Undercutter.

HOST: You heard it here first on Wave Link Radio. From Celadon Candy, that was Undercutter. Celadon, 
tell us, where can we get this track? For all our listeners who are listening, where can we find this track? 

PA: That is on iTunes and Amazon for this month. And when we play live in your area, then we'll have a 
physical CD for you. They come out next month. 

HOST: That's what's up. That's what's up. I'm very excited to see where this goes. I mean, I like the 
groove of it, you know, it different. It's not so radio, not so mainstream of everything that's playing on 
today, you know, with all the pop and all these other genres kind of mimicking each other; it's kind of 
different; it gives you more of a drummin' bass house, more techno, like a more ambient feeling to the 
music, and I like that. ... You guys want to take a caller? Wanna see what they have to say about the 
track? 



PA: Oh ya, definitely. Definitely. 



HOST: I got a caller from 305-, that's Miami. Caller, you're live.. ..What's your name? 

Caller: My name is Charles. I love your show, and I actually... I'm loving your track. I'm loving the 
track... I kind of heard like maybe a Phil Collins in there maybe. It was a real nice tune. It was real 
electro. I liked it a lot. 

PA: ...I appreciate that. Jay and I share a deep passion for electronic-based music, so that really feels 
good, that's really rewarding to hear that that's what's coming out in the track. And I mean, it could 
definitely be worse than Phil Collins on vocals, so, I appreciate that. 

Caller: I liked the track overall. It was really, it was a nice track. 

PA: Thank you very much. I appreciate you saying so. 

HOST: Thank you for calling. And tell me, what's your favorite radio station? 

Caller: You already know, it's Wave Link Radio. 

HOST: Alrighty, have a good night. And Paul, tell Charles and our other listeners, if they want to hear 
more of your music, where can they go to find it? 

PA: Ok, it is in digital format for the month of October on iTunes and Amazon, and then next month, it 
will be in a physical format; that's primarily what we're going to be distributing at shows. When we play 
in your area, we'll actually have a physical CD there. 



HOST: We love to share the love and keep this thing going.... Celadon, it's been a pleasure interviewing 
you today. I have one more question before I let you guys go, and it's kind of a serious question, so I 
want you to take some time to think about this really and kind of give us, you know, me, myself, the 
WaveLink family, and all of our listeners an answer as to what either motivates you, and from what 
motivates you, in the next two years, where will Celadon Candy be as a group? 

PA: We'll have ourselves a fan base cultivated. And we're going to be playing anywhere and 
everywhere, because Jay and I love to travel, we love to get the chance to meet different people. And 
you'll see us on a mid-major, as far as distribution is concerned. But I mean, our main thing, we will be 
taking our thing on the road, and we want to have more of a theatrical type of feel to our live show. And 
that's the main thing we want to do. We want to be able to completely immerse ourselves in this 
electronic field and enjoy creating music so other people can share in the experience. When we get in 
there, it's pure zen. We are creating this stuff for ourselves, but we want to be able to open up and let 
everybody else feel the experience also. 



HOST: And again, Wave Link family, Wave Link audience, you heard it first here. ... We got Paul Allgood, 
Jay Bowden. Celadon Candy. Undercutter. Please go onto iTunes or Amazon right now, while you're 

listening, and download the track. Please support local artists It was a pleasure interviewing you 

guys. Again, if you want to get in contact with them, where can they hit you up at? Email address or 
facebook? 

PA: You can definitely go on over to facebook, but I wanted to say we've got a message board that's run 
by Stephanie K out of Tulsa, Oklahoma, and if you just Google Celadon Candy message board or 
Wedlock, then Celadon Candy is going to come up, and you can definitely give a shout there on the 
message board. We're easy to reach; we're easy to find. CeladonCandy@gmail.com. But as far as like 
fans are concerned, we have a message board, and Stephanie K runs that out of Tulsa. 

HOST: So, one more time, tell our listeners, what's your favorite radio station? 

PA: It's definitely Wave Link Radio. No questions asked.
